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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 9-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

3. Claim 9 recites the phrase, "a cyclic amines" at lines 2 and 3. This should be - a cyclic 
amine--. In claims 9-17, the percentage units of cyclic amines and aluminum fluoride derivatives 
should be stated as a specific unit of measurement such as weight percent or molar percent in a 
manner that is supported by the original disclosure. 

4. The phrase "is one of imidazole and 2-ethyl-4-methylimidazole" at line 3 of claim 9 and 
lines 3 and 4 of claim 1 1 uses improper Markush terminology. The phrase should be worded to 
state, - selected from the group consisting of imidazole and 2-ethyl-4-methylimidazole--. 

5. The phrase "is one of methyl ethyl ketone and propylene glycol mono methyl ether 
acetate" at lines 6 and 7 of claim 1 1 uses improper Markush terminology. The phrase should be 
worded to state, - selected from the group consisting of methyl ethyl ketone and propylene 
glycol mono methyl ether acetate 

6. In claim 1 1 at line 7, the claim should read, -coating the ferrous or non-ferrous metals-. 

7. In claim 1 1 at lines 1 0 andl 1 , the claim should read, - for one of at least 12 hours at 
ambient temperature or 15 minutes at 150° C --. 
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8. No anticipatory art has been found. Applicant is reminded of his duty to disclose any art 
that he finds relevant to the examination of this application.
